No IxtM of Life. 

London, Not. 20.— One of the most 
disastroiu fire* in Ix)U(1ou'h history 
tinoe the pest fire of 1G66 broke oat in 
a IsiK* tnook of bnildlngs lying Mst- 
ward of Aldersgate street and between 
that thoroaghfare and Red Grou street, 
jnst after 1 o'clcxk yesterday afternoon. 
The fliiines wi re fanned by a strong 
wind and were fed by highly inflam- 
mable stocks of Ohristmas fancy goods 
and flimsy dress materials of all desorip- 
tioQS that filled erery floor of the six 
boildingt ia *he old street. Oooseqnent- 
ly the conflagration gained headway 
with ■nmrising rapidity and was soon 
beyond the possibilftj of being checked 
by the few engines which were early on 
the spot For four and one-half hoora 
the names had their own way and it 
was only after more than a hundred en- 
gines had worked an hour that the chief 
of the fire brigade sent oat the signal 
that the fire was nuder control. 

Hamsell street was t)io scene of the 
ontbreak of the fire which was due to 
;in explosion in connection with a gas 
t'liciiie on the premici-.s of Waiter 
P.rown & Company, m:iiitfl ii!aiml'ac- 
lnr«T8 at No. .'JO on tliut tliurim^'hfiirc 
Iheir third factory was crowih it with 
girls, whfii rlie lin' broLt-out atid it wa.s 
instantly t he seciii' cif si'ini-iiaiiu', tlm 
frightoiio<i ()j)('rativvs ru^luii,' to the 
r(H)f (.f the building aiul In i'..-.. fioss iitT 
to other buildings and so eriectiiij.' their 
esrai>c w hile the (lame:; were poiiriiit: 
out of the Ijaseineiits. lu less tliau a 
(juartor of an liour the liames liad en- 
veloped the ad.ioiuiu)^ w arehouse, ami 
thenco they leaped across t!ie stic t to 
an enormous papcT warehouse which 
was fully ali>,'ht in lt >s tliaii 1(! minutes. 

By this tune it was evidi nt to the 
firemen that they were face tolace witli 
a great di>astcr and a Keneral alarm 
was sent oat. Then, from all the tire 
(Stations, even those quite five miles 
from the scene of the disasti r. en^'ines 
were harried to the spot, and the police 
gathered aboat the neighborhood m 
great force. This display of strength 
on the part of the polioe was required, 
as the crow^d, svelling in size every mo- 
ment, soon amounted to tons of thoa- 
sands of people, and the firemen re- 
quired every possible freedom of action, 
as their fi^bt was one of the greatest 
difticulty, owing to the narrowness of 
the old, crocked streets, which are the 
feature of that part of London, com 
bined with the height of the wore 
hoasasl which cat off the firemen from 
all f^ ohsiios of ooqflning the oat 
break. 

The ezoiteoMBt among the on-lookers 
who crowded erery poiiiUe point of 
view was Teiy great, as mar be Judged 
from the fsot tost firemen had to be re- 
peatedly reecned by their comrades, bv 
the fire escapes of the buildings, which 
had caught fire after the firemen had 
moanted to their roofs to fight the 
fiamee in adjoining structures. 

The rescue of operatives by the fire- 
men ; the hurrying of hosts of clerks 
who were trying to. save books and 
valuable papers from the fire, and the 
rushing here and there of many employes 
who were attempting to carry to iilaics 
of safety costly merchandise or oth» r 
valuables, added to the confusion. The 
heat was so intense that several firemen 
where obliged to direct their (ii)eratious 
under shower,» of water poured upon 
them. Bat in spite of e.xertion* of the 
firemen, the hre crept on \ ery steadily 
until ]Sicho!l sqaaro, w hich is situated 
at the far end of Hamsell street, was 
reached. 

At a little after 2 oVlock a dozen 
hose pipes, each with a li'-fd't spre.id, 
poured water into the bla/e from an op- 
posite roof, from the street lielow and 
from tile burning premises f hemselves, 
but it did not seem to)ia\' aiiy eil'ict. 
The water rushed out oi tlie windows 
and from the ground floor like a water- 
fall, -while the flames leaped higher and 
higher and as the floors fell in tJio 
place MtiJi blazed, a gigantic display of 
lire and smoke, till the baiiding ^^as 
completely gutted and the w alls keeled 
over. 

The confusion in the streets increased 
as the fire spread. Suddenly there was 
an explosion of gas meters, sounding 
like the reports of field guns, followed 
by a momentary hash. After that the 
wild rushing here and there was re- 
sumed with increased energy. Men 
risked their lives in desperate efforts to 
save daybooks, ledgers, feathers, jew- 
elry, valuable chinaware, etc. One 
man actually hssarded his life to fetch 
ills hat and oane, aOO feet of stonework 
<Uid glaM fsUing St his heels as he 
emer^ from the baiiding. . 

Several firemen were almost bunod 
in the homing ruins, as front after 
front of the flaming warehouses fell in, 
hurling tons of bricks and masonry into 
the streets, bursting and cutting the fire 
hose in sU dhreofloos. while tons of 
flary msttsr were fslUag in every di- 
rection. 

There was no abatement of the blaze 
before S 'M p. m. Then the check came 
io Jewin street and in Well street, 
#hore the collapse of a wall on the 
%ht hand side of that thoroughlwe 
was the uieaus of saving the last build- 
ing in the street The Width of Red 
Cross street, a comparatiTely broad 
thoroaghfare. sleo fonoed s barrier 
there. 

The dlstriot rsvaged by the fire is 
bounded by AldangSte street, Red 
GhlM.

ford avenue, and includes tiie interme- 
diate streets, .Jewin, Hamsell, Well and 
K dmn n d and Jewiu Orescent, and part 
of Australian avenue, Paul w alley, 
Cripple Gate churchyard, Wood street 
square, MonkweU gtieet, Nlohol sqUffS 
and Fore street. 

It is oflicially reported that 150 ware- 
houses have been gutted. An estimate 
of the damage done places the amount 
at .€5.0(10,000 sterling, or f'J5.(HK),000. 

Nearly all of the British fire insur- 
ance conipouies ore involved and fire 
insurance shares are practically ^ntslt- 
abie on the Stcx k Exchange. 

Nearly ;i(M) telephone wires have been 
cut, thus interrupting communication 
with many of the big provincial towns.

In Indiana. 

Indian apoi.i.s, Nov. 20.— The supreme 
court yesterday held, in the case of 
John R. Ervin against the state on re- 
lation of NelheA. Walley, appealed 
from the circuit court of Delaware 
county, that the statute making it the 
duty of the prosecuting attorney to sue 
for and recover in the name of the state 
for the benefit of his wife or minor 
children all sums of money lost by any 
person at gambling, for which he ne- 
glects to sue within six months, is con- 
stitutionaL 

The statute was objected to on the 
ground that it violated the constitution- 
al provision that no man's property 
shall be taken without jost compensa- 
tion. But the court savs that the title 
to money wtm at gambling never vesu 
in the winner. 

It says that the only reason the loser 
can not recover the money back after 
six mouths is because he lost it in a 
criminal transaction, but the winner 
has no more title after six months than 
before. Also, that giving the property 
to the loser's wife instead of liiniM lf. 
wh$n It is riTOvered, does not infringe 
his rights, beeause he can not ho en- 
titled to compensation for property to 
wiiicli 111' no riL'hf.

New York, Nov. 20.— A special to 
The World from Havana, Cuba, says : 
In every town in Cuba where there 
are American citizens groups of starv- 
ing islanders gather every day in front 
of the housta of those Americans and 
beg for the crombe that fall from the 
taUe. That Amercans have anything 
on their tables from w^hich crumbs 
could fall is due to the relief fund of 
150,000 voted last spring by congress. 
Consul Cleueral Lee has drawn so far 
aboat #25.000 of the total amount and 
has distributed the money to the con- 
suls in Matanzas. Cienfoegos, Sagos, 
Santiago and elsewhere. 

These ( onsuis buy provisions and dis- 
tribute weekly rations to distressed 
An;erii iii^ 

There an I , l*^") Americans on the 
consular r i ; land list. t>f tlie.>e 
about 2bo are American born. The 
others are naturalized citi/eus and 
their families, who. having had thi ir 
citizenship papers properly registered 
at tho ditlerent United t^tates cousul- 
ates, arc entitled, if in distress, to the 
same relief as American born citizens. 
This course of action Ueiieral Lee has 
followed in all cases and the state de- 
partment has approved it. 

According to a statement made by 
Consul Hancer. who is stationed at Sa- 
gua, about 10,000 people are being kept 
alive in Cuba by these rations, (hstrib- 
utfcd for the support of 1,400. Neigh- 
bors gather around the front door of the 
houses of American dtiaens and beg a 
share of the food thst comes tenn the 
consulates. 

Where suffering is so general, these 
appeals are not in vain and the scant 
' supply of rice, jerked beef and bread is 
made to do service for five instead of 
one. 

In the town of Sagua, a person walk' 
ing tluough the prlnoipal streets abont 
ils.m. or 0 p. m., can tell the hooaea 
of American atiseiia by the crowds of 
starring creatnrea patiently waiting at 
the door and ho^g to get even a 
mouthful of ribe or the crust of s piece 
of bread. 

The most pitiable tight is to see the 
babes in arms, hardly alive, and the 

small children, with their thin little 
legs and arms and distended bodies, all 
indicating lack of nooriihment and 
death by starvation. 

^ . There are no markets in any but the 
bigger cities, because nothing is pro- 
duced to supply them and no one has 
money to buy with. Misery is univer- 
sal, suffering is everywhere oud tho 
death rate goes op higher and higher 
each day. 

In the town of Sagua where there is 
a popalation of about 20,000, the death 
list for five years before the Was was 
50') a year. In the month of August of 
this year 648 persons died of starvation 
alone. 

(Consul Rrice, stationed at Matanzas, 
reports that since July 1, 37,000 persooa 

have died in his distnct. 

.\s he was crossing the public siniare 
one evi'iiint' lati'ly, he saw a man fall 
lo the ground witlun a few fei't of him, 
and hastening to hi~ side, fouiul he was 
dead. His body w as nothing more than 
a skeleton. !^uch sceiie-i occur everv 
hour of the day all over the island, 
w her<' people are herded tog( ther. 

deneral Hlaneo s orders to allow the

rrompt and Bloodj Beprlaal Taken hy tlie 
Beeldent MInlitcr at Tiilogl. 

S.vx Fit.\Ni-is( <). Nov. 20.- The Solo- 
mon islanders on the island of liuadal- 
oana. emboldened by their success in 
orerooming the Austrian expedition un- 
der Baron Von Norbeck. hare boldly 
raided tho Knglish settlem<>nts and 
robbed and pillaged the inhabitants 
tliereof. Three murders were p.-rpe- 
trated, the victims being Jean I'orritt, 
a trader, and his two assistants. 

Wlieii the news of the murders 
reached Tulogi tho resident minister, 
Mr. Woodford, organized an armed 
fctve of settlers and added to it six na 
tive police. He proceeded at once to 
Aoln, and there called upon all Euro- 
pean inhabitants, who responded with 
a vHll. About 85 well equipped volun- 
teers were signed. The trading schoon- 
er Sarah Beattie was pressed into serv- 
ice and the expedition embarked for 
Kow Kow, the native village near the 
scene of the murders. On arriving 
there the whites and police landed se- 
cretly below the village and formed for 
an assault. The village was stormed 
and the head himters wore taken by 
surprise. The natives fought well, but 
finally broke for the jungle, leaving 
several dead and wounded and four 
prisoners. Kow Kow ana a village 
called Bonbasi were fired and complete- 
ly destroyed. 

DEATH ON THc GALLOWS.

P.\i)t,'( Aii, Ky., Nov. 20.— Tho first 
legal hanging ta the history of Paducah 
occuxred hwe jesteriajr morning at 
7:80, when "End" Winston, better 

known ainong tho negroes as the 
"Klaok Devil," was jerked into eter- 
nity. 

Winston was convicted of the mur- 
der of Nancy Lacey, a negress w ho hod 
been a friend to the fellow, giving liim 
food and clothing when he was hnnted 
by ofiicers who wanted him on three or 
four criminal charges. 
Si Winston abased the woman, and she 
resented this by ordering him to leave 
her home. This angered him, and he 
struck her with a fire shovel, killing her 
instantly. 

Since the trial, in which he was 
proved guil^, negroes who were ac- 
quainted with Wniston have told of 
other murders he has been guilty of. 

If the stories tdd bf tbem are true 
the "Black Devil" was s flend and de- 
served his fate. 

There is every reason for heliering 
that Wins ton killed six person s.
